A REAL ALLIANCE. 


The N ew York Tribune is still re­ 


garded as one of the principal repub­ 


lican papers and its opinions concern­ 


ing the significance of the Harding ad­ 
ministration’s moves must have a cer­ 
tain amount of weight.' Its comments 
upon the administration’s action in ac­ 
cepting the A llies’ invitation to take 
part in the Allied conferences seem 
hardly 
likely to promote 
party har­ 
mony. 
Among other things, the Trib­ 
une says: 
“President W ilson took us out of 
world fellow ship— brought to an end 
a relationship which was tantamount 
to an alliance with the principal dem ­ 
ocratic nations. 
President Harding 
puts us back in and in effect restores 
the alliance for the purposes for which 
it was formed. 
The isolation policy of 
the administration that went out of 
power on March 4 is reversed, funda­ 
mentally reversed. This nation is once 
more keeping step to the music of the 
world union. Such light as it has again 
shines for the common benefit of man­ 
kind.” 
Of course the statem ent that it was 
President Wilson who “took us out of 
world fellow ship” is sheer nonsense 
and pure politics, but there is some­ 
thing in w hat the Tribune says about 
President Harding putting us back in­ 
to an alliance. 
The 
combination 
of 
nations, of which .the Supreme Coun­ 
cil is the mouthpiece and the foreign 
policies of which the Supreme Council 
formulates and controls, is an alliance. 
The League of Nations, 
into 
which 
President Wilson desired to put the 
United States, would not have been an 
alliance, since it w as designed to em­ 
brace ultimately all the nations of the 
world. 
Yet the fact that the League seem ­ 
ed to some people to be a sort of alli­ 
ance was the main reason why its op­ 
ponents were able to defeat it. They 
worked on the traditional American 
dislike of alliances and, with the aid 
of misrepresentation 
and 
exaggera­ 
tion, 
turned 
a 
good 
m any 
people 
against it. 
Now there is no doubt at 
all that the engagem ent to which the 
Harding administration has commit­ 
ted us comes very’ much nearer to put­ 
ting us into a real alliance than the 
Wilson plan would have done, and the 
Tribune 
admits 
this 
com pletely in 
w hat it says about the significance of 
the administration^ step. 
In thus using and em phasizing the 
word alliance the Tribune does the ad­ 
ministration a disservice. 
It is in fa­ 
vor of the alliance, but there are a 
great many republicans who are not, 
and they are likely to be heard from 
as the m eaning of what the adminis­

It is worthy of attention that these 
conditions are practically the same as 
enunciated in a communication that 
Secretary of State Colby handed to the 
confidential agent of the Mexican pro­ 
visional president just previous to the 
assumption of authority by the now 
head of that government. 
This is very interesting in view of 
the fact that the 
Mexican 
question 
wras one of the subjects upon which 
the critics of the Wilson administra­ 
tion waxed most eloquent during all 
the time that attacks from all quarters 
were centered upon it. 
These critics 
never 
tired of con- 
demnning in the strongest terms the 
Wilson Mexican 
policy 
and 
one of 
their most positive campaign utteran­ 
ces was the oft repeated promise that 
when Mr. Wilson w ent out of office 
and was succeeded by a republican 
president a very great change would 
be made in the manner of dealing with 
the republic beyond the Rio Grande. 
In spite of that, however, the an­ 
nouncement of the new policy is pre­ 
ceded by the statement that there is to 
be “no radical change” in our proced­ 
ure toward that government and that, 
furthermore “in a general way the 
road to recognition pointed out by Sec­ 
retary Colby is still the road to fol­ 
low.”

1919, according to a report 
just 
compiled by the bureau 
of 
Labor 
statistics. 
Profits during the three 
years totalled $2,917,017 and expen­ 
ses of operation were $15,023,573. 
The report covers the first three 
years of the plan of operation 
of 
prison industries, 
whereby 
the 
state sells the products direct 
to 
buyers and thus is able to realize 
more from the factories than 
by 
the old plan w’ben the goods were 
cont sauted tor previous 
to 
their 
manufacture. 
During 1917, the year 
the 
plan 
was first in operation, goods valued 
at $3,716, 208 were 
manufactured 
and the expense of operation was 
$3,287,924, 
leaving 
a 
profit 
of 
$428,284. 
N ineteen eighteen wras the ban­ 
ner year of the three 
covered 
in 
the report, that being the first year 
that the plan came into full •opera­ 
tion. 
Total earnings of the prison 
industries that year were $1,701,657 
the report shows. 
The value 
of 
goods manufactured 
was 
$7,950,- 
158 and expense of operation was 
$6,245,501. 
In 1919 the total earnings of the 
industries was $797,176, the value 
of goods manufactured was $6,284,- 
324 and expense of operation 
w'as 
$5,487,148. 
D eficits occurred in the manufac­ 
ture of shoes at the prison in 1918 
and 1919 and there was a deficit in 
the making of 
saddles, .stirrups, 
etc., in 1919. 
The overall industry is the lead­ 
ing one at the penitentiary, accord­ 
ing to the figures contained in the 
report. 
It is shown 
that 
$7,440,- 
829 worth- of overalls were manu­ 
factured during the 
three 
years 
with profit of $1,168,364. 
So much binder twine was made 
during 1918 that none was made in 
1919 and the 1918 production filled 
the 1919 orders as well asvthose of 
the previous year. 
More than one 
hundred and sixty thousand dollars 
worth of binder twine was manu­ 
factured in 1918. 
The articles made at the prison 
factories 
are 
overall, 
w’orkmen’s 
flannel shirts, m en’s work clothing, 
saddle trees, stirrups, 
etc., 
shoes, 
brooms, leather and cloth novelties, 
ice and binder tw ine. 
During 1917. $243,929 
was 
paid 
out in wages and salaries to the lac

W ashington. May 21.—Thousands 
of bootleggers may escape punish­ 
ment for violation of the liquor 
laws as the result of the*furlough 
of 700 federal prohibition agents 
until July I, Commissioner Kramer, 
declared tonight. 
In any event, he 
added, many of the cases will have 
to be continued over the forty days, 
wrhich will add to the congestion 
of already crowded court dockets. 
Most of the 
governm ent’s 
im ­ 
portant w itnesses In the 
liquor 
eases now before the court, Mr. 
Kramer explained, are the agents 
who worked up 
the 
evidence 
against the defendants. 
Most of 
these men, he said, wrould return 
to their homes, making it neces­ 
sary either to subpoena them and 
pay their way to the places of 
trial, or continue the cases. 
At 
present, Mr. Kramer said, it is too 
soon to guage the effect on the il­ 
legal liquor traffic, wiiich may re­ 
sult from loss of the agents for 
forty days because of lack of funds 
to pay their salaries. 
However, he 
asserted, the cut w’ould affect the 
prohibition enforcem ent until 
in 
every way and set it back, if not 
undo the work done in organizing 
the force. 
“Millions have been 
lost,” 
he 
said, "in an attem pt to save a few 
hundred thousand dollars.” 
Mr. 
Kramer said he could not prophesy 
whether there w’ould be greater 
bootlegging over the country dur­ 
ing the forty days layoff of m ost 
of the governm ent agents, but he 
indicated he expected 
som e 
in­ 
crease of law lessness. 
As far as 
real whiskey is 
concerned 
Mr. 
Kramer said the supply could be 
controlled at the source 
by 
re­ 
strictions 
on 
withdrawals 
from 
warehouses and that any trouble 
to be expected w'ould com e from 
sm u g g le liquors and the use of 
alcohol diverted to illegal purposes.

ganization of a 100-million dollar 
finance corporation to extend long 
time credits, offers the chief sal­ 
vation of live stock industry of the 
United States. W. P. G. Harding, 
governor of the 
federal 
reserve 
board, declared here yesterday in 
a conference with leading Kansas 
stock men. 
The proposed corporation would 
be under. control 
of th f govern­ 
ment. but independent of the feder­ 
al reserve 
system. 
The 
reserve 
banks cannot rediscount loans of 
longer than six months. 
“I am not in favor of amending 
the federal reserve act so as to per­ 
mit handling of paper maturing in 
^wo years, w’hieh is needed to pro­ 
mote live stock breeding and re­ 
habilitate the industry. 
This wrould 
lead to other amendments granting 
long time credits to various busi­ 
ness operations and the vital elas­ 
ticity of the system would be lost. 
“The - federal reserve system is 
not in politics and I am not advo­ 
cating any one of the several pro­ 
posed bills for agricultural financ­ 
ing. 
I believe however that a re­ 
volving fund to handle 2-year cattle 
loans 
would 
do 
a * tremendous 
amount of good. In addition to the 
direct aid the psychological effect 
would be to make cattle paper de­ 
sired by individual banks and loan 
companies.” 
The federal reserve system has 
done more for the agricultural and 
live stock interests than it has gen­ 
erally been given credit for, Gover­ 
nor Harding said. 
W hile there has 
been wholesale 
liquidation forced 
by the loan policy of the reserve 
board, it has been largely commer­ 
cial and manufacturing rather than 
agricultural. 
Harding stated the 
amount of agricultural paper held 
by the Kansas City Federal Reserve 
Bank April 30, 1921, was $35,800,- 
000, as compared to $35,404,000 the 
same date a year ago.

DRASTIC OLDE LAWS 
Indianapolis, Ind., May 21.—Pro­ 
visions condemning m odern. danc­ 
ing and the teaching of dancing in 
public schools, the use or manu­ 
facture of cigarettes and all forms 
of gambling were included in reso­ 
lutions adopted yesterday by dele­ 
gates to the Twenty-eighth Annual 
Conference of the United Brethren 
church. 
Tfce clause referring to cigarettes 
included a 
declaration 
providing 
that the church as a body 
conse­ 
crate itself to the work of bringing 
about absolute prohibition of the 
sale, use and manufacture of them 
in the United States. 
Another 
resolution 
adoiftefl by 
the delegates called attention to 
the “well organized effort now un­ 
der way to discredit the Sabbath 
through false insidious propaganda 
inspired by selfish and covetous de­ 
sign,” and recommended that the 
conference 
retain

servance of the day “as the bul­ 
wark of htoman society and the 
only safe foundation

the nation can build its future.” 
The conference adopted a resolu­ 
tion providing that all conference 
superintendents and acting bishop^ 
shall reside in homes furnished by 
the church, the deeds and titles to 
the property to be held by the board 
of trustees of the conference.

LIQUOR ENFORCEMENT IN NEW 
YORK. 


Acting under pressure from Gover­ 
nor Miller the 
police 
authorities in 
New York have been vigorously en­ 
forcing tile prohibition laws for the 
past five or six weeks. 
The testimony 
is that they have made it a difficult 
thing to get liquor in New York City. 
Commissioner 
Enright 
reports that 
during April $10,000,000 worth of li­ 
quor was confiscated and 2,580 per­ 
sons were arrested for violation of the 
liquor laws. 
All 
available 
storage 
space is filled with the confiscated 
Whiskey, gin, wine, home brew and 
hootch and the police are wondering 
what disposition they are going to be 
allowed to make of the liquor in fu­ 
ture if the seizures keep up. Commis­ 
sioner Enright declares that there is 
no doubt about the ability of the New 
Y’ork police to enforce the law. 
He 
asks, however, for at least 1,000 addi­ 
tional policemen 
which 
would cost 
about $1,000,000 a year, and an ex­ 
pense fund of about $40,000 a month 
with which these 
special 
policemen 
could buy drinks when engaged in 
collecting evidence. 
However, 
while 
it seems to have 
been demonstrated that even in New 
York the police when urged on by a 
militant governor can put the liquor 
traffic on the run it seems to be equ­ 
ally clear that in New York it is not 
going to be easy to put liquor violators 
in jail. 
Out of twenty-two cases pre­ 
sented in one day to the regular May 
grand jury in New York county twen­ 
ty-two were thrown out. 
The New 
York Herald quotes one of the assist­ 
ant district attorneys as saying he ex­ 
pects to keep on bringing cases in the 
hope that the grand juries’will exper­ 
ience a change of heart. 
Of the cases 
which have reached the petty juries 
in Brooklyn, however, all have result­ 
ed in acquittals. In one case tried the 
jury required only thirty-two seconds 
to bring iii a verdict of not guilty. This 
has been the experience almost every­ 
where iii this country in communities 
which are antagonistic to prohibition. 
The disposition which usually mani­ 
fests itself to make the law a joke has 
frequently 
had 
disquieting 
results 
which manifested themselves a long 
time after in most unfortunate ways.

PERSHING ON THE NATIONAL 
GUARD. • 


The most interesting part of Gen­ 
eral Pershing’s recent utterance con­ 
cerning the need of a citizen soldiery 
is his appeal to young men who have 
had some military training to enter 
the National Guard and help build it 
up. 
The attitude of professional sol­ 
diers towards the National Guard has 
not always been friends, but the war 
and the aftermath of the war i&ve 
taught a lesson. If one chapter of that 
lesson is a solemn warning against 
militarism, certainly another and im­ 
portant chapter is one which empha­ 
sizes the usefulness, indeed the abso­ 
lute necessity of the 
National Guard 
which, whatever its defects may be, 
must continue to be the principal safe­ 
guard of the nation. 
We are not going to have a large 
standing army and most of us do not 
want one. 
We are not going to have 
universal military training and most 
of us are glad that we are not going 
to have it. The National Guard is the 
only thing left, and it is a better in­ 
strument than either of the other two 
in a country like this and in times like 
these. 
It is needed both as a military 
force to guard the interests of the na­ 
tion against attack from the outside 
and as a means of preserving law and 
order every 
where 
in 
the United 
States in the 
event 
of emergencies 
with which civil authority is unable to 
deal unaided. 
General Pershing’s words should be 
heeded. 
It should be the business of 
every good citizen to help build up 
the National Guard, a duty that many 
have neglected in the past. 
When the 
foremost soldier of America gives to 
the movement for a stronger and bet­ 
ter National Guard the great weight 
of his authority, good citizens cannot 
afford to hamper that movement by 
attempting to dissuade young men in 
their employ from joining the local 
Guard units.

Jefferson City, Mo., May 27._ 
Sam A. Palier, state superinten­ 
dent of public schools and his as­ 
sistants have been in conference 
for the past few days with Miss 
Tracy Copp, special agent for in­ 
dustrial rehabilitation for the fed­ 
eral government. 
Plans for undertaking the work 
of rehabilitation of citizens under 
the terms of the federal act ann 
the state act passed by the last 
legislature are being cor >idered. 
By an act of congress and approv­ 
ed by the president, the Federal 
Board of Vocatioal Education is 
charged with the responsibility of 
promoting the rehabilitation 
of 
persons disabled in Industry or 
otherwise and their return to civil 
employment. 
Federal money is made avail­ 
able for the stat es that comply 
w it h the terms of t h e federal act. 
The states are r e q u ir e d to appro­ 
priate m o n e y sufficient to at lea*!
